DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lily et al. U.S. 
Patent 5,787,000 in view of Fischer U.S. Patent 6,675,055. Lily discloses a production 
scheduling system for scheduling parts to be produced, the production scheduling system 
comprising: a basic data maintaining module for adding, modifying, inquiring of and deleting 
basic data (col. 7, lines 8-22), the basic data including machine resource data (col. 4, lines 1-7), 
product data and part data (col. 3, lines 55-61); and a simulation analysis module for dynamically 
analyzing supply and demand, and generating scheduhng results according to basic data 
provided by the basic data maintaining module (col. 8, lines 33-67). Lily does not disclose a 
production system that is specifically for mold production. However, Fischer discloses using a 
scheduling production system for mold production (col. 15, lines 53-67). 

At the time the invention was made, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to use Lily's production scheduling system for mold production. One of ordinary 
skill in the art would have been motivated to do this since Lily discloses the invention generally 
applying to scheduling the manufacturing of products (col. 1, lines 5-8).
